New York — Thousands ‘of New 
York City tenants will be socked 
by their landlords for retroactive 
rent boosts, averaging $7.80 a 
month, as the result of a court of 
appeals ruling. 

The court held that landlords 
who received hardship or “fair net 
‘operating Income” rent boosts prior 
to May 1, 1950, are entitled to col- 
lect them up to that date. On May 
1 the state rent freeze law went 
into effect. 

A local city law barred landlords 
from. collecting rent Increases 
awarded them by federal authori- 
ties after March 1, 1949. While 
knocking out this safeguard, the 
state court left state rent and evic- 
tion controls virtually intact.

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Truman Wants Stronger 
Laws Against Espionage... 


WASHINGTON, — Pres. Truman 
in a special message to Congress 
asked for strengthened espionage 
laws but denounced those who 
would use the Korean crisis as a 
means of jamming through a police 
state bill like the legislation spon- 
sored by Sen. Karl E. Mundt (R,- 
SD). 


“I am determined that the U. S. 
shall be secure,” the chief execu- 
tive declared. “I am equally deter- 
mined that we shall keep our his- 
toric liderties.” 


The President requested enact- 
ment, at this session, of laws which 
would extend the statue of limita- 
tions from its present 3 year span, 
which would give him a freer hand 
in protecting military establish- 
ments, and which would require the 
registration of all persons, “who 
have received instructions from a 
foreign government or political par- 
ty in espionage or subversive tac- 
tics.” 

MADE TO REGISTER 


Such persons would be forced to 
register under the Foreign Regis- 
tration act whether they are na- 
tive -born Americans or not.

He declared there is no need to 
limit the political activity of Com- 
munists and fellow traveler parties 
because they cannot accomplish 
much through politicalactivity. He 
charged the Communists with re- 
sorting to sabotage and espionage 
{because of their political failure 
and said this was the reason the 
laws must be strengthened. 


Truman asked for legislation giv- 
ing the Attorney General authority 
to require periodic reports from 
aliens ordered deported but still re- 
maining in this country because

“repugnant” the Hobbs bill, already 
passed by the House, which would 
allow’ imprisonment of such aliens

“There are some péople who wish 
us to enact laws which would seri- 
ously damage the right of free 
speech and which could be used 
not only against subversive groups 
but against other groups engaged 
in political or other activities which 
are not generally popular.” 
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Legislative experts give the bill, 
which would override a number of 
recent Supreme Court decisions, a 
good chance of passing the House. 
They are pinning hopes of defeat- 
ing the measure on the Senate. If 
it should pass there, they expect a 
presidential veto, 

Meanwhile Interior and Justice 
Department experts are in a slough 
of uncertainty. The Supreme Court 
decisions have outlawed state leas- 
ing of the oil lands but there is no 
legislative authority under which 
Interior can handle the Jands itself. 
A bill, $923, which would set up a 
special oil administration to solve 
the muddle, has been gathering 
dust on Capitol Hill for more than 
a year and is given little chance of 
passage at this session.

By Oil Trust... 


WASHINGTON — The Amerizan 
people were warned to be ready for 
a’ wholesale boodle grab attempt by 
the oil trust which “would make 
Teapot Dome look silly” by. con- 
trast. 


Russell Smith, legislative direc- 
tor of the National Farmers Union 
characterized the tidelands oil bill 
(IIR 3137) in those words in com- 
menting on a formal statement de- 
nouncing the bill by the union’s 
president, James G. Patton, 


Patton declared the bill would 
hand over 100 million barrels of the 
nation's oil reserve to the big oil 
companies. If the U. S. needed the 
oil, after giving it away,’ it would 
have to pay the companies at pre- 
vailing rates, even in time of war, 
he pointed out, 


The President made it plain that 
ordinances and state laws penal- 
izing Communists for activities 
which others can engage in are not 
in the accepted American tradition 
He called upon all men in public 
and private life to so conduct them- 
selves that U.S. democracy would 
become an inspiration to the wirld 
and by this means would defeat 
world communism.

Labor Day. parade, McGuire 
urged the AFL to adopr it as an 
annual holiday, In 1886 the AFL 
officially approved Labor Day. By 
1894 it had become a national hdli- 
day despite opposition from the in- 
dustry-dominated press. 


According to’. the American 
Architect and Building News in 
1882: “Labor” Day-... the very 


name of which should make ever: 
true American blush, ought to be 
abolished and instead there shoul¢ 
be “a procession of scabs (which) 
would contain the best, the most 
independent and ambitious part of 
workingmen.” 

Such attacks did not stop Mc- 
Gulire. He continued fighting for 
labor's rights until his death at the 
age of 62 in Camden, N. J. 
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Eight-Hour Day 
Won Only After 
Long, Hard Fight 


The eight-hour day became the 
law of the land in 1938 when the 
wage-hour act was adopted. 

Behind its enactment was a long 
history of struggle, stretching back 
to May 1, 1886, when scme 200,000 
workers went on strike ‘for shorter 
hours. At that time the average 
workday was 14 to 18 hours. 

FAILURE PREDICTED 

Industry united to smash the 
strike and, as today, the press gave 
its support. The May 1 issue of the 
New York Times obs :rved: “Strikes 
to enforee the demand for cight 
hours a day may do much to para- 
yze industry but they cannot 
succeed.” 

In the Illinois State Register the 
eight-hour movement was termed 
“one of the most consummate 
pieces of humbuggery ever sug- 
gested in connection with the labor 
question. The thing is really too 


silly to merit the attention of =

Climax of the '86 strike was the 
meeting in Chicago's Haymarkci 
Square “May 4. It was a peaceful 
meeting until the police moved in. 
Suddenly a bomb exploded and sev- 
en oflicers were killed.

‘ WASHINGTON — As far as the 
81st Congress is concerned, the 
curtain has fallen on serious efforts 
to pass civil rights bills. 

A bill to create a fair employ- 
ment practices commission was 
cut off from debate by a vote of 
55 to 33 (nine short of the 64 votes 
needed to enforce cloture) on July 
12 in the Senate. A similar attempt 
to bring up FIPC failed earlier. 

Procedural Rules 


“As has been the case for the 
past ten years,” says the Federated 
Press, “the fight for bills guarantee- 
ing the civil rights of Negroes and 
other minorities centered in the 
Senate. There, rules of procedure 
permit the stable bloc of about 20 
Dixiecrat Senators to filibuster or 
kill any civil rights bill by talking 
it to death.” 

FEPC was selected as the bill to 
run the Dixiecrat blockade in '50. 
The bill itself never came to de- 
bate on the Senate floor, A fili- 
buster started as soon as majority 
leader Scott Lucas (D., Ill.), moved 
to bring the bill up. 

About 500 representatives of the 
Progressive party and several Ne- 
gro church and fraternal groups 
were in the capital to seek favor- 
able action. 

CIO Pres. Philip Murray sent 
Senate leaders a letter, part of 
which read: “The 61st Congress 
will have suffered a major loss of 
prestige if it fails to limit debate 
on the proposal to take up the 
FEPC bill.”

It will pay you well, therefore, to 
_baby your car at this time, and shop 
“smartly for the things you need for 
it. Not that the present situation 
means cars and tires will really bo 

impossible to get, but oven the 


prospect of shortage has pushed. 


up’ charges all around. Here are 
tips to help you keep down tho 
costs of owning a car: 
; PRESERVING ENGINE 

To preserve your engine, avoid 
racing it during the warm-up. Shift 
into high gradually. Avoid bursts 
“of speed and abrupt stops, After a 
long run let the engine idle a min- 
ute before switching it off. When 
you notice the clutch slipping have 
it relined to prevent engino wear. 

If the body of your car is still 
good, but the motor isn't, consider 
‘getting a replacement. Generally a 
“new motor, including installation, 
will stand you approximatcly one- 
sixth to one-fifth the cost of a new 
car the same make. It may not be 
a complete new engine for that 
cost, but what's known as the 
“short-block,” which uses the- old 
crankcase and other stationady 
parts. You may find that some 


mechanics prefer’ to install an en-, 


tire new engine rather than the 
less-costly short-block assombly, so 
it’s smart to check at least three 


stations to get their version of smart to get an estimate of what 


which your car needs, and how 
much i will cost. 
MOTOR TUNE-UP 


Some garages ask $75 to $90 now- 
adays for installing a new motor, 
which at least ono authority con- 
ilders a high charge in view of tho 
comparative case of the task. 

However, before you start shopp- 
ing for a new motor, find out if a 
major tune-up will pep up your 
present power plant. The tune-up 
includes overhaul of carburetor and 
distributor, new spark plugs, & 
thange of of] and adjustment valves. 


It should cost no more than $10 of} 


$12, 

If you find your engine consumes 
oil insatiably, with no leaks to ex- 
plain it, that's your cue to have the 
compression performance of the 
cylinders tested, Uneven compres- 
sion indicates bad cylinders or 
valves, and there's no cheap remedy 
for that. If the rest of your car is 
sound, you may consider, in order 
of ascending cost: 

1. Having your own motor re- 
built—possible, if not too many 


other repairs might cost. 

If you replace your engine, make 
sure you get credit for your old 
motor. If your discarded engine is 
suitable for rebuilding you ough 
to get $30 to $65 credit, dependin; 
on the make and condition. 


Your written guarantee ought to 
cover at least 30 days for a rebuil 
engine or major overhaul; Sears 
Roebuck guarantees rebuilts for 9¢ 
days, On a factory-replacement 
you're entitled to a new-car guaran 
tee of the engine—30 days or 400( 
miles. 

It's wise to get several estimates 
on even smaller repairs than en- 
gine overhauls. Skilled mechanics 
aren't too plentiful nowadays so 
some garages tend to replace in- 
stead of repair, You could pay from 
312 to $30 for a new carbureto.
